Juniors Tyler Frisch (6- 
0) at guard and long-armed 
Zach Lundell (6-7) at center 
return after playing as 
sophomores on the varsity 
a year ago and seeing a 
good deal of floor time. 
Junior point guard Tyler 
Cherry (5-7) joined the var- 
sity for the final five games 
of the 2010-11 campaign 


and he also gained valu- 
able experience. 

Juniors making the leap 
from the JV this season 
include aggressive, hard- 
working guards Chris 
Stout (5-10) and Cam 
Taylor (5-7) long-armed for- 
ward Ryan Chrencik (6-5) 
and broad-shouldered cen- 
ter Mike Skerratt (6-5). 

O’Rourke likes the scrap- 
piness he sees in this 
year’s squad and the chem- 
istry among the players.

believes she can handle the 
pressure that comes with the 
job. 

“Sarah’s our quarterback 
on the floor,” he said. “She 
handles the ball well, has 
good floor vision and she’s a 
leader.” 

Maddie is making the jump 
to varsity in part because of 
her intensity and her ability 
to play outstanding man-to- 
man defense. She isn’t shy 
about diving for loose balls 
either and that’s also a plus. 
She will replace some of the 
fire and intensity that 
Zaborowski and Dunn 
brought to the floor. 

“Maddie was known for her 
defense at the JV level and we 
want her to contribute the 
same way on the varsity,” said 
her father and coach. “We’ll 
put her on the other team’s 
top scorer.” 

Mackenzie, a member of 
the Weekly Choice Dream 
Team and a first-team All- 
Conference choice following 
her sophomore season, is one 
of the top pure shooters and 
scorers in all of northern 
Michigan and coach Hamilla 
is looking to expand her game 
a little more. 

Mac, who averaged a team- 
high 15 points last year and 
was the second-leading scorer 
in the Big North, has generat- 
ed a majority of her points 
from the perimeter the past 
two years. Hamilla wants the 
multi-talented junior to add 
slashing drives to the hole as 
part of her regular repertoire 
this season.

Lamb, Johnson and 
Kilbourn join Simmons, 
Gooding and Mead as mem- 
bers of the blue-collar lane 
warriors this season. 

Hamilla sees his team’s 
overall quickness and 
unselfishness as key assets. 
The 2011-12 Blue Devils have 
good chemistry “and the kids 
have accepted their roles,” 
Hamilla noted. 

One of the biggest chal- 
lenges Hamilla and the team 
will be facing early-on is the 
overall lack of varsity experi- 
ence. Fortunately, the Blue 
Devils play eight games 
before Christmas and that 
will help the girls to adjust to 
the speed of the varsity game 
and to develop cohesiveness 
and confidence as a unit 
before going into the teeth of 
the conference schedule. 

Hamilla wants Gaylord to 
be noted for its relentless 
defensive pressure this season 
and be the kind of scrappy, 
no-give team opponents never 
look forward to playing. 

Team goals, like any sea- 
son, are to win the conference 
and win a district title. In the 
short term, Hamilla wants to 
see improvement in the Blue 
Devils from game to game and 
“to be ready to play every 
night.”

“T’m not married to any- 
thing defensively,” he said. 
“Tt really depends on the 
group we have on the floor, 
the team we’re playing and 
the game situation.

It just depends on 
what looks like will work 
the best at that time.” 

Improving on defense is 
one of O’Rourke’s chief 
missions this year.

Petoskey lost Cory Starkey 
to graduation but still has 
to be considered the team to 
beat as the defending 
league champ. The Traverse 
City schools are always a 
tough challenge home and 
away. Cadillac is always tal- 
ented and well-coached.
